16. A magnetic list; comprising: 



(a) an ornamental planar base that includes means for 
detachably-atJtaching said planar base to a surface that 
is disposed linder said planar base; and 
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(b) a plurality of individual items, each of said 
plurality of individual! items being disposed on a 
magnetic segment that/is detachable with respect to 
said planar base and/ wherein each segment is adapted to 
adhere proximate sa/id planar base and wherein each of 
said segments includes means adapted to identify an 
item and whereir/ said means adapted to identify 
includes a raided or a recessed representation of said 
item. 



17. The magnetic list of claim 16 wherein said plurality of 
individual it/ems include foodstuffs that appertain generally 
to a particular ethnicity.

19. A method for forming a list, which comprises the steps 
of: 



(a) providing a flexible magnetic planar base that is 
adapted for /attachment to a ferric material; 
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(b) providing a plurality of individual items, each of 
said individual items including means for identifying a
